The Historical Commission have in their 
possession a small book dated Nov. 21, 
1654, "A Catalogue of Books in the United 
Library Association Society. Bellingham 
Mass. Nov. 21, 185i." Herein is listed 

a total of 105 books available to readers.

So on Dec. 5, 1894 Miss Sara Tufts Rock- 
wood became the first Librarian and 
Chairman of the Trustees. 

She resigned Mar. 5, 1906 and Bertha 
Franklin succeeded her until June 30,199. 
On July 1, 1919, A. Evelyn Sackett took 
office until Dec. 31, 192). 

She was succeeded by Marie P. Cook on 
Jan.e1,1925. She left Dec. 31, 19k) and 
enjoyed the opportunity to be situated 
in a new building in 1930. (present one)
